EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
At p. 7, line 15, change "coves" to -covers-. 
In claim 23, line 9, change "drive" to -driven-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-22, the prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed 

process, applicable to manufacture of an actuator for an optical switch, for example, 
such as depicted in Fig. 8, wherein the claimed process as a whole can be particularly 
distinguished from prior art by the claimed steps including selective etching combined 
with bonding upper and lower substrates to form movable and fixed components, with a 
step including a recess where movable components are placed upwardly in the recess 
and where fixed components are placed directly on the lower substrate. 

Regarding claim 23, the prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed 
system, particularly characterized by upper and lower substrates bonded with movable 
components located above a recess in the lower substrate with a groove formed at the 
interface between upper and lower substrates for making interior space open to the 
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exterior of the system (which allows trapped air to escape to facilitate more accurate 
bonding alignment of upper and lower substrates). 

Notably, pending claim 23 includes limitations of original claim 25 (now 
cancelled); as such, the "x" references cited in the international search report for "claims 
23 and 24" do not apply to pending claim 23.
